suffragists, who apparently desired to

waiting outside the building. 

The shrieking women continued to 
make a demonstration outside the police 
court until Miss .Parkhurst, who took 
a porminent.. part in the disturbances, 
was arrested and with some of the wo- 
men, ‘were temporarily locked in an 
ante room by the police. They man- 
aged to secure a key and released them- 
selves with it, but were again locked in 
by their jailor who walked off with the 
key.

Some time ago, according to thebill 
filed in the superior court, Suttiles secur- 
ed a stock certificate from the mining 


company stating that he had a pur- 
chaser and desired possession so that 
he could sell. He was given the certifi- 
cate, and it disappered by what he said 
some mishap in the mail or other 
carrier in his efforts to get it to Amos 

» Wells in London. 

After a search of several months the 
mining officials found that the certificate 
had come back to Macon and the sender 
was a man in Chicago who gave the 
name of L. W. Leonard. The plan was 
to transfer the stock to Herman Kirk, 
a buyer in Macon. When the certificate 
came back within the home territory the 
mining officials soon located it, and 
when it reached the American National 
Bank, where the only business was to 
transfer for the price of $800, the re- 
straining order was secured. 

The stock is said to have been worth 
$8,000, and passea from the concern to 
Suttle without the payment of the pur- 
chase price. The fight of the mining 
officers was to prevent the transfer to 


ithe hands of innocent third parties, and

NORMAL SCHOOL 
IS PROSPEROUS 


Two New Buildings en the 
Campus-Have Been 
Completed. 


_ Athens, Ga., October 24.—The State 
Normal school is at present in the midst 
of the most prosperous session in its 
history. The two new buildings on the 
campus have been completed, and the 
heating of the same is now going forward 
rapiiily. They are also being rapidly 
equipped, and by the middie of Decem- 
ber the school will be in better condition 
for good work than ever before in 
history. 

Thig school] began with one brick.build- 
ing in 1895; there are now seven brick 
buildings. The dormitories are at present 
filled to overflowing, but on November 19 
there will be twenty-odd vacancies for 
such new students as may wisn to enter 
at that time or later. 

The following statistics are of general 
interest: 

Students enrolled, 378; cOunties repre- 
sented, 96; students holding diplomas 
from other schools, 109; holding first- 
grade licenses, 44; second-grand licenses, 
62; third-grade licenses, 34; students hav- 
ing exiperience in teaching, 147; self- 
supporting students, 157; the children of 
farmers, 217; merchanis, 31; professions, 
26; manufacturers, {; county ana city 
officials, 1!; ministers, 9; miscellaneous, 
60; graduates during the first ten years of 
the institution, !89; graduates during 
last two years, 144; senior class grad- 
uating next June will have 52 members. 

Nineteen students are at present earn- 
ing money on their expenses here by 
waiting in the dining room, carrying the 
mails, ringing the bells, helping in the 
department of domestic science, working 


with the practice schoo! children in the! 


school garden, sweeping the halls of the 
dormitories, etc. One student is doing 
the general choOres in a private home 
near by. In various ways students are 
working their way through school here, 
and a noble body’ of young people they 
are.

HARMONY PLEA 


Replies to Criticism . by| 
Georgia Divisian of the 
Farmers’ Union. 


In reference to .the recent action of 
the Georgia division ofthe Farmers’. 
Union condemning him, and to state- 
ments made by President Barrett, @ the 
national union, and President Duck- 
worth, of the Georgia division, Harvie 


Jordan, president of the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, yesterday gave out the. 
following: 

"On September !7, I began an active 
and vigorous speech-making tour 
throughout the entire cotton belt. With- 
in the past five weeks I have delievered 
addresses before audiences of farmers, 
merchants, bankers and people engaged 
in other avocations in all the states and 
territories of the cotton belt. In every 
speech that I have made, in every ad- 
Gregs that I have issued, has been a plea 
for harmony and cooperation on the 
part of all our people for the singe pur- 
pose of maintaining the price of cotten 
at as high levels as?the legitimate cot- 
ton trade would authorize and net a 
fair and equitable profit to the growers. 
I have fought for the maintainance ot 
the minimum price of the Southern Cot-: 
ton Association, and also that of the 
Farmers’ Unian, realizing that our cot- 
ton was intrinsically worth more than 
the very reasonablesfigures agreed wpon 
by both these organizations. In Tennes- 
see and in Texas I spoke from the same 
platform with leading officials of the 
Farmers” Union who also plead for har- 
mony and cooperation of the two great 
organizations, and who indorsed the 
policies and purposes of the Southern 
Cotton Association inits efforts to main- 
tain good @rices for cotton. You can 
understand my surprise and indignation 
then, when at the meeting of the Geor- 
gia division of the Farmers’ Union last 
week in Atlanta, I saw in your paper a 
publication to the effect that at a secret 
meeing held in the state capiol of Geor- 
gia, called and presided over by the 
national: president -of the union, Cc. S. 
Barrett, and by State President Duck- 
worth. Resolutions were introduced and 
passed derogatory to th Southern 
Cotton Association, and another calling 
upon the farmers of Georgia to in future 
disregard the advice of the president of 
the Southern Cotton Association. To do 
such work behind closed doors; and then 
refuse to admit it, or give reasons, is 
cowardly, and wil not be Mdorsed by 
the people at large. It has been re- 
ported that Barrett was a rural school 
teacher in connection with his small 
farming operations before he ‘became 
identified officially with the union, and 
that Duckworth followed the same avo- 
cation in Texas before being employed 
by the union as a lecturer. But what- 
ever their previous avocations, both are 
practically unknown in the _ cotton 
world, and unfamiliar with the handling 
and marketing of a great crop involv- 
ing an annual purchase price of more 
than $600,000,000 . 

“The Farmers’ Union fixed ite mini- 
mum price at !0 cents in the, fall of 
1904, and saw the price tumble to 6 
cents in December. without the power to 
check it, until after the Southern Cot- 
ton Association was organized in Jan- 
vary, 1905. The Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation has never been an important 
factor in handling but one full crop, that 
of last year, and that crop sold for more 
money than any cron ever harvested 
by the south. It sold for $1!3.000,000 
more than the crop of 1904, although 
the 1904 crop was over two million 
bales larger than the crop of last year. 
If the members of the Farmers’ Union. 
Southern Cotton Association and all 
other buiness interests in the south will 
work together and market the present 
crop slowly, it will. in my opinion, far 
exceed in money value to the south any 
previous crop raised. This crop will not 
be large enough to meet the demands 
of consumption, and ».ow and judicious 
marketing will net fo the growers the 
highest net profit they ever received. I 
am daily in receipt of letters and reso- 
lutions from members of local Farmers’ 
T’nions condemning the present course 
of some of their leaders, especially Bar- 
rett and Duckworth, in trying to stir 
up strife at this critical time. The rank 
and file of the union are not responsible 
for the acts and doings of some of their 
short-sighted leaders, but if it is not 
checked, great harm may result and the 
‘Bearish’ element in the legitimate and 
speculative cotton trade reap the reward 
at owr expense. 

“T do not propose to be drawn into 
any controversy with these men. I shall 
not be a party to anything which will 
be harmful to the best interests of the 
farmers. 

‘T care not one jot.or tittle for their in- 
dividual opinions of me, and neither {!s 
the public interested in it. My record 
in Georgia and the south for the past 
eight years is known of all men. What 
we want is effective cooperation during 
the balance of the selli period of this 
crop. Let us all combine to use our 
best efforts in protecting the cotton 
growers and securing for them the high- 
est possible price that can be obtained 
for the present crop. 

The Southern Cotton Association 
nor any of its officials, have ever in any 
manner criticised the work of the 
Farmers’ Union. We want them to suc- 
ceed in every legitimate endeavor they 
undertake. It is not q question of a few 
men seeking and securing official posi- 
tions. Our cotton crop is a southern 
question: it represents the wealth and 
circulating medium of the south, and any 
man who would try to stir up strife, to 
divide the people or injure the possi- 
bility of the south realizing every dollar 
She is legitimately entitled to from the 
production and sale of this great world’s 
necessity is a Benedict Arnold to his 
country.”
